SIR:—On behalf of the Board of Regents of the University 
of New Mexico, and in accordance with the requirements of 
the statute, T herewith submit my report of what has been ` 
done by said board during the last year. — 

Since the session of the legislature in 1901, the standard 
of the university has been raised, and the teaching force 
augmented, more especially in the branches of language and 
literature. 

Attached hereto as a part hereof, . marked Exhibit “A,” is 
а report of Professor W: G. Tight, president of the faculty, 
of date November 30th, to the Board of Regents. President 
Tight sets out out in detail the work of the: В dur- 
ing the past year. 

Also attached hereto as a part hereof, and marked Ex- 
hibit “B,” is asworn statement of receipts and expenditures. 
Upon examination of this statement, Exhibit “B,” it will be 
found that the deficiency appropriation, passed by the last 
legislature, for thed purpose of enabling the University 
to pay off indebtedness incurred in previous years, (which 
indebtednes was in the form of overdraft in the Bank of 
Commerce, and for moneys advanced for the porpose of 
erecting the custodians cottage) together with a saving by 
close economy in the University fund proper, has been 
so applied as to decrease said indebtedness more than half. 
Considering the fact that this appropriation did not become 
available until the first of January, 19C2, the Board feels as- 
sured, that the same economy applied during the present 
year will result in placing the University free from all past 


` obligations. In view of the fact that the teaching force has 


been increased and that a start has been made toward а dor- 
mitory, it shows that unusual care has been exercised in the 
management of the institution.. ` 
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The report of the president of the faculty of the university, 
Exhibit “А,” shows an increase of 48 per cent. in attendance 
as compared with the corresponding period of last year. 
This increase having occurred in spite of the increase of the 
requirements for admission. | 

As has already been set forth in the last report, the cry- 
ing need of the University is the construction of a building 
in which students coming from a distance can live and be 
under the supervision of the University authorities. It has 
been found that the parents of young people, of the proper 
age and qualifications to enter the University, are unwilling 
to permit their children to attend the University so long as 
they are left entirely without any control by the school 
authorities, outside of the ordinary hours devoted to school 
work. On account of this feeling we have been face to face - 
each year with the demand for dormitory accomodations, 
and each year have been compelled to turn away a large num- 
ber of students for the reasons given above, with result that 
such students have been sent to schools outside the Terri- 
tory where they can be under charge ef school authorities. 
To endeavor to meet this want, the board of regents this 
year, beginning with September 1902, made an attempt to 
accomodate a few students and establish a dormitory on a 
small scale. For this purpose the custodians house of six . 
rooms was taken and converted into a girls dormitory with 
dining hall and kitchen; in the charge of a competent matron, 
and two large rooms in the main building have been utilized 
as a Sleeping department for boys. The cost of furnishing 
this house and adjacent rooms so as to accomodate ten pupils 
has been about nine hundred dollars, which includes not 
only the furnishing of-the rooms, but the full equipment of 
kitchen and dining room. For these accomodations а charge 
is made barely sufficient to cover actual expenses, and Таш 
pleased to state that duriug the three months of its opera- 
tion, it has been self supporting, and had we had accomoda- 
tions for a larger number they would immediately have been 
taken, aS we now have on our list, applications, which owing 
to lack of room, we cannot for a moment consider. 

The success of this small beginning and the constant re- 
peated demands upon us for dormitory accomodations indi- 
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cate the interest taken in the work and the desire of parents 
to take advantage of such facilities. 
We have shown that with the appropriation for deficiency 
purposes and with close economy, we can, during the coming 
year, pay off all indebtedness owing by the University for 
which purpose said appropriation was made. Itis the earn- 
est desire of the Board of Regents that this appropriation of 
twenty-five one hundredths of a mill, be again made by the 
coming legislature, the amount-realized to be used for pur- 
poses of erecting and equipping a dormitory. Should the 
legislature see fit to grant this appropriation for another two 
years, it would be possible under the present management 
of the University to erect and equip a building for dormitory 
purposes which would accomodate the present demand and 
thereby avoid the necessity of compelling students to leave 
the Territory and obtain in other states what we are now 
offering them in this institution. In this manner a building 
could be erected without making any large or extensive de- 
mand upon the treasury which would meet present needs 
and which would serve as a nucleus to beadded to from time 
to time as requirements might make necessary. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

SIR: I take pleasure in submitting herewith my report 
concerning theequipment and work of the University of New 
Mexico for the territorial year just closed. 

It will be noticed that as the territorial year and the school 
year does not correspond in dates, itis necessary to include 
in this report a part of two school years. I take the liberty 
of quoting freely from my report to the Honorable Governor 
M. О. Otero. 

The school year which closed with the commencement ex- 

` ercises of June 11, 1902, wasa very successful опе. Consider- 
ing the eonditions. under which the University is placed the 
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student attendance was very good. There were fifteen gra- 
.duates from the several departments distributed as follows: 
Academic department, 6. 
Normal department, 5. 
Commercial department, 4. 


The character of the work done by the students was main- 
tained at a high standard by the faculty, and was pursued in 
a most satisfactory manner. The relations between the stu- 
dents and faculty were most pleasant and there was no infrac- 
tion or discipline to mar the harmony. ` 


During the year the students enjoyed the privilege of sev- 
eral lectures by eminent men in various walks of life and re- 
presenting very diverse localities. 


The college paper, The Mirage, issued by the students, 
was a credit to the editorial staff and represented well the 
literary and journalistic attainments of the student body. 
The commencement number of The Mirage is especially to 
be commended. With the opening of the present school 
year The Mirage was changed from a monthly to a weekly 
and is meeting with very gratifying success. 

Several gifts and prizes of minor value were presented to 
the University during the year. While these do not aggre- 
gate any great sum, they nevertheless serve to show that 
the University has many friends who are interested in its 
welfare and that of the young man and women who are 
here obtaining their education. The work of the classes 
room is mostimportant, but the research work done in the 
scientific laboratories has received substancial recognition 
beyond the borders of the Territory. 

` Buildings. 

The material equipment of the University has not been 
enlarged during the year. The present buildings include 
the Administration Hall which is a large and commodious 
forty-story brick building. The first floor contains the Ex- 
ecutive Office and Reading Room, the Library and three 
sarge and well furnished Recitation rooms. The second floor 
contains four large recitation rooms and two offices. The 
` third floor is occupied by a large assembly room. The base 
ment contains the heating and ventilating plants, janitor’s 


` 
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rooms and two large rooms now being used as ladies’ and 
gentlemens’ lunch rooms. 

The Hadley Climatological Laboratory serves as the home 

for the science work of the University and as you ате al- 
ready aware from former reports, was presented to the 
University as:a gift, largely contributed by Mrs. Walter 
.,Hadley, and was established for the exact purpose of in- 
vestigating the climate of the arid plateau of New Mexico in 
relation to disease. A broad view is taken of the scope of 
this work and many correlated subjects are under considera- 
tion. This laboratory occupies a unique position in the field 
of science as it is the only опе in this country having this 
special object in view in its founding. That the work done 
in the laboratoryfis meeting the expectation òf men of science 
at large and calling attention to the especial advantages 
offered by the healthful climatic conditions of New Mexico 
is very manifest. Through the labors of Prof. John Weinz- 
irl, the vice-director, the attention of the Trustees of the 
Elizabeth Thompson Science Fund, of Boston, has been at- 
tracted to this field of work, which is of such far-reaching 
importance-to the whole human гасе, and they have awarded 
‘two gifts to the Laboratory, amounting to $125 each for 
‘the years 1903 and 1904, to be used in the investigations now 
under way. 
Gymnasium, 

The Gymnasium is a substantial building 30 by 50 feet. 1% 
is provided with the best of apparatus, which has been ad- 
ded to during the past year. Provision is made for physical 
measurements and record. The physical culture work is 
under expert supervision, both for the young men and the 
young women. Outdoor athletics are encouraged within the 
bounds of moderation.

І take pleasure іп saying that the professors are persons 
with the highest training and with but few exceptions Lave 
had large experience in university work in older institutions. 
With such a Competent Faculty of Instruction in our Terri- 
torial University, there is little need for our people to send 
their-children to distant schools where as a matter of fact 
they will often come under-the instruction of less competent 
teachers. 

The Library. 

Contains about 5,000 bound volumes and about 1,000 pam- 
phiets. The Dewey system of cataloguing is in use and the 
reading table in connection with the Library has upon it 
a good supply of the best current periodicals and papers. 
University Geological Survey. 

Following the plan already begun by Dr. Herrick, consi- 
derable field work in Geology has been done during the past 
year at private expense and in connection with the field in- 
struction of the classes in geology, but for lack of funds the 
results of the work have not as yet been published. 

This work was largely contined to the Sandia and San Pe- 
dro mining districts and the vicinity of the Albuquerque vol- 
canoes and adjacent mesas. .Some very interesting results 
have been secured. 

Courses of Study. 

It will be noted from the Catalogue of the University and 
from former reports that from the time of the organization 
of the University up to the present there has been a rapid 
increase in the amount and variety о? ће studies offered and 
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in the standard of entrance requirements. This year has 
seen a substantialadvance along these lines. The require- 
ments for admission to the Academic Department have been 
brought up to those of the best academies and high schools 
of the country. No students are now admitted who have not 
completed the work of the 8th grade of the public schools 
of recognized standing. The Academic Course which was 
three years has been increased by action of the Board of Re- 
gents, on recommendation of the faculty, to four years. Stu- 
dents who complete the academic course are now prepared 
to enter the Freshman class of this or any other university 
in this country. 

The Commercial and Normal Courses have also been 
strengthen by the addition of another year. 

The College Course embraces four years of work as here- 
tofore, but the plan of studies has been so changed that a 
greater freedom of election within prescribed limits is grant- 
ed the student, thereby tending to adapt the course of study 
more nearly to the individual characteristics and needs of 
the student. 

In thus raising the standard of the work Ane to four years 
in the academy and four years in the college, the University 
takes its place for the first time in its history along side of 
the best state universities of the land. Your especial atention 
is called to the effect which this constant raising of the stand- 
ard of the work has had on the attendance of the school in 
point of numbers. Itis a well recognized fact that the per 
cent of scholars who remain in school constantly decreases 
from the primary grades to the high school and the same law 
holds good for the higher work of the college. Itis therefore 
a source of congratulation to the people of this territory that 
with a constantly increasing standard of requirement of the 
` work of the University, the University has maintained about 
the. same average attendance of students. Now thatthe work 
is up to the recognized educational standards of the land, it 
may confidently be expected that the next few years will see 
avery substantial increase in the number of students attend- 
ing the University. 16 is believed that the regents have 
shown their wisdom in constantly developing the curriculum, 
at the expense of large numbers, until now the University 
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stands where it was intended by its wise founders that it 
should stand at the head of the system of public instruction 
of the territory, leading directly on from the twelfth grade 
.of the high school through college. At the same time it has 
been found necessary to maintain the academic department 
` to meet the demands of large numbers of our youth of both 
sexes who аге not so favorably located that they may have 
the advantages of a high school training. The attendance for 
the first quarter ofthe presentschoolyearhasincreased about 
48 per cent, over thatof last year, there being in all depart- 
ments 115 enrolled. 

School of Music. 

The demand for thorough instructions in musical lines has 

been an imperative necessity for some time and has been 
only partially met by the University, by rather an unsatis- 
factory affiliation with the Albuquerque Conservatory of 
music. With the death of Miss. Mary E. Gilmore on Dec. 
17, 1901, these affiliations were broken and to meet-the in- 
creasing call for musical instruction the Regents have or- 
ganized a department of music and have provided a com- 
petent corps of teachers to have charge of this work during 
the coming year. Prof. John Douglas Walker has been ap- 
pointed as director of the school and instructor in vocal 
work; Mrs. Mabel Stevens Himoe, teacher of piano, Miss. 
Marguerite Zearing as primary teacher in music, Professor 
Robert T. Blair, instructor in stringed instruments, and 
Miss. Florence S. Chapin, teacher of voice culture and ex- 
pression. | 

The large number of students who entered in September 
in this department who are taking entire or partial work in 
music is a gratifying evidence that the opening of this de- 
partment is filling a real need. 

In connection with the regular instruction in music, 
harmony and history of music given in this department the 
director has organized a large and active choral society. 

Changes in the Faculty. і 

With the close of the school year, 1901-1902, James Hay 
Paxton, Professor of Ancient Languages, and Atanacio Mon- 
toya, Professor of Modern Languages, severed their con- 
nection with the University. While we regret the loss of 
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these able men, we take pleasure in announcing that. their- 
positions are already filled by the election of Rupert Asplund 
as Professor of Ancient Languages and Aurelio Espinosa as 
professor of Modern Languages. These gentlemen are 
most competent and experienced teachers of University ` 
training. I 
Needs. 

Your attention is called to the very pressing need of this 
University for suitable dormitory accommodations for the 
Students who desire to attend and whose homes are outside 
the City of Albuquerque. This need has been long felt and 
much talked of. ‘The legislature of four years ago expressed 
their appreciation of this need and planned to provide for it 
by the passage of a law which would enable the regents to 
erect a dormitory. This law has proven ineffective and as a 
consequence the University and many students have su- 
fered. Itis hoped that this legislature may pass a new law 
or so amend the existing law as to render it efficient and thus 
provide for this pressing need of the University. 

During the summer, several rooms in the Administration 
Hall were furnished for the accommodation of young men 
and the Cottage, which was vacated by the resignation of Mr. 
` Custers as custodian in June, was furnished as a dining hall 
and a few rooms on the second floor were furnished for 
young women. І 

The rooms given up for this purpose in the main building 
are very greatly needed for recitation rooms and it is essen- 
tial that this arrangement be only temporary. All the avail- 
able rooms for both young men and. women аге taken and the 
dining room is crowded beyond its capacity, about thirty 
boarders being accommodated at the present time. The suc- 
cess of this experiment is certainly added evidence of the 
very great need of this school of suitable dormitory quarters. 

Many parents who would gladly avail themselves of the 
‘advantages which the University offers their :chileren for 
higher education refuse to send them here where they must 
be exposed to the temptations of the city life. They prefer 
to send their children to other schools outside of the terri- 
tory where they will be under the full charge of the Univer- 
sity authorities. The present arrangement only partially 
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meets this need, and it is earnestly hoped that larger provis- 
ion can be made by the opening of the next school year. 

The University Geological Survey. As has already been 
stated some work has been done in this line during the year 
but itis earnestly hoped that means: may be provided where- 
by this work soimportant to the development of the territory 
may be carried forward and the results published for distri- 
bution. Ў 

Equipment. The Hadley Climatological Laboratory fur- 
nish3d а most admirable home for the science work of the 
- University but the laboratories are very greatly in need of 
added equipment for more thorough instruction. The base- 
ment of the building should be finished at once and with a 
comparatively small outlay a fair equipment of apparatus to 
meet the present needs could be provided. This need is 
most felt in the physical and electric lines where the demand 
for more thorough and extended laboratory instruction is 
imperative. This isa very important part of the work, and 
in view of the large part which electricity will undoubtedly 
° play in the future development of our territory, it is highly 
desirable that a provision should at once be made for that 
work in the University. 

Permit me to say in closing that I consider the work of the 
University during the past year has been most gratifying 
and that the prospects for the immediate future are very 
promising. The University is certainly a credit to the terri- 
tory and should be the pride of every loyal citizen pio as- 
sist in its maintenance.
